PLAIN OAK 

Despite the tendency of oak to stain during the growth period, these 
cabinet grade panels are entirely free of sap stain or mineral streak. Standard 
grade panels have rotary cut faces and carry occasional stains or streaks. 
For low'priced commercial work or where work is to be stained in the darker 
shades, fumed by antiquing or ammonia washing, these latter panels are 
generally acceptable.

QUARTERED OAK 

"US?" quartered oak panels are made exclusively with sawn (not sliced) 
veneers. Again the more expensive type of manufacture is resorted to in 
order to produce panels of distinction. In producing sawn veneers the thick- 
ness of the saw blade is lost from the flitch at each cutting. There is no loss 
in slicing. But slicing invariably shatters the flake. This may not show at the 
time the panel is installed but eventually the flake will chip out and ruin 
the perfection of the job. The figure in Quartered Oak depends largely on 
the tree itself but variations in the figure are obtainable by varying the pitch 
of the flitch in the cutting. These variations run from the large and very 
conspicuous flashy grain to the small comb grain for which considerable pref- 
erence is sometimes expressed.

Plain Sawn Oak is produced much as is the Quartered Oak, the difference 
coming in the angle at which the saw blade crosses the pith ray in the log. 
Plain Sawn Oak panels look like oak boards but have none of the tendencies 
to expand and contract, to check and to split which are inherent in lumber. 
Panels, too, present much greater uniformity of color and figure than can 
possibly be attained with solid lumber, particularly where a large surface is 
to be covered and a matched effect required.

FANCY FIGURED WOODS 



AVODIRE 

This is one of the most popular of the Hght colored 
exotic African woods. It is of a golden liue and is 
medium hard. When quarter-sliced, the figure nor- 
mally follows a unique diagonal but quite often pre- 
sents a heavy flat mottle type. Under artificial light, 
the panel is unusually striking. It has therefore be- 
come much in demand for show windows, display 
cases and wainscoting in restaurants. 

Our stocks include two types of Avodire — highly 
figured cabinet grade and medium figured standard 
grade. In addition we carry large flitches of veneers 
to insure perfectly matched sets for large installations, 
required on special order. Samples of these veneers 
are available for inspection, on request. 

Included in our stock of veneers is one of the 
most unusual Avodire logs ever cut in this country. 
The log was 16' long and produced approximately 
75,000 square feet of unusually uniform veneer with 
a large striking pronounced figure running at an angle 
of approximately 45° through the face. 

AYOUS 

This African wood is an excellent alternative for 
Prima Vera where a light-colored panel is required. 
Ayous carries a perfectly straight stripe, particularly 
suited for checkerboard or straight line modern design 
motifs. The character of the wood is largely contained 
in the sheen or contrast caused by the stripe. The 
wood is softer than Prima Vera. Therefore, all 
"USP" panels, whether from stock or for architec- 
tural installations, are made with unusually heavy 
faces.

EAST INDIAN SATINWOOD 

Satinwood is a very tight grained hard wood of rare 
beauty grown in the forests of India and Ceylon. 
It is always figured, usually with the type of figure 
known as "bee's-wing." When properly finished, Sat- 
inwood so reflects the light as to produce the lovely 
delicate sheen of satin — hence, its name. The logs 
are invariably small. Veneers rarely run over 9" or 
10" in width and usually considerably narrower, but 
the wood lends itself most satisfactorily to matching. 

FRENCH WALNUT 
French Walnut is much lighter in color, but other- 
wise very similar to American Walnut in grain and 
color. By "matching in" the sap two-tone effects are 
produced. One of the oldest of cabinet woods its quiet 
color and grain formation adapts it to modern design. 

GREY ENGLISH HAREWOOD 
One of the richest and, incidentally one of the most 
expensive of the cabinet woods. Harewood (imported 
English Sycamore), is really a species of Maple. Its 
natural color is white, but an intricate process devel- 
oped abroad adds color to the wood and gives pro- 
nounced distinction to the figure. The most popular 
shade developed in silver grey — a delicate tint which 
affords a rich, aristocratic finish. Our stocks are fabri- 
cated from imported veneers, carefully selected for 
grain and length. We have on hand a great number 
of selected veneer flitches of grey and natural. Among 



these is one of the most unusual flitches ever imported. 
It is grey, the veneers running from 18" to 30" wide 
and from 7' to 8' long, with heavily marked figure 
throughout the veneer. Samples of this or other 
flitches are available for inspection, on request. 

ORIENTALWOOD 

This wood, which originates in Australia, is quite sim- 
ilar to Walnut in color but has a strong distinctive 
figure. This normally is a brilliant, clear stripe but, in 
some selected flitches, is combined with a pronounced 
crossfire. Both types of faces are represented in our 
stocks. Our Orientalwood tops are made from large 
flitches to insure matching in sets. 

PRIMA VERA 

Prima Vera (White Mahogany), originating in 
Central America, runs to a stripe figure both 
broken and mottle, much as does African Mahogany. 
One of the most popular light colored woods due to 
density of fibers which yield a hard surface for fin- 
ishing, and often fine crossfire. 

"USP" stock panels are made from the largest 
flitches obtainable, to provide large quantities of 
matched panels from stock and eliminate delays co- 
incident with special manufacture. Samples of finely 
selected Prima Vera veneers may be had on request. 
It is advisable that two or three samples of each 
flitch be inspected as there is considerable variation 
in the flitches themselves. Our 13/16" stock panels 
run somewhat more highly figured than do the ^". 

BRAZILIAN AND E. I. ROSEWOOD 

Brazilian Rosewood has a rich brown color with 
streaks of darker brown or black pigment lines. Our 
veneer is cut on the half round and is side matched 
to form interesting grain effects. It is a hard strong 
wood and takes an excellent polish finish. 

East Indian Rosewood is similar to Brazilian in 
its physical characteristics. In color and character of 
grain, however, it is distinctly different. Our panels 
are dark purple in color and have a straight stripe 
figure. 

TI AMO 

Tiamo is a dark red colored wood similar in appear- 
ance to Sapele. A native of the Ivory Coast in Africa, 
it is characterized by pronounced dark stripe and 
often shows a fine bee's-wing mottle. Makes an excel- 
lent panel for cabinet work. 

TIGERWOOD 

Tigerwood or Lovea, a native of tropical Africa, is 
another member of the Mahogany family. It varies in 
color from yellow brown to dark brown and has a 
pronounced stripe. Ideal for manufacturing furniture, 
general fixtures and fittings. 

ZEBRA WOOD 

2ebr.\wood, from the forests of the Cameroon and 
Gaboon districts of Africa, is happily named. Alter- 
nating stripes of dark brown and tan are definitely 
reminiscent of the animal from which it derives its 
name. The sharply defined stripe, developed by quar- 
tering the flitch, affords an interesting medium in the 
hands of the imaginative designer or skilled artisan. 
Unusually rich colorings, straight stripe and delicate 
markings are nature's contribution to modernistic 
design.

RED LAUAN (Philippine Mahogany), has 
the appearance of Mahogany, even though it is 
technically not a species of the Maliogany fam- 
ily. It usually carries a strong stripe in a pleas- 
ant deep red color, and differs from genuine 
Mahogany mostly in that it is a I'elatively hairy 
wood which takes some skill in finishing. An 
excellent method is to glue-size the face of the 
panel and then resand it before use. When this 
is done a satisfactory finish can be achieved. 



There is considerable difference in the indi- 
vidual selection of Lauan veneers. Some logs are 
relatively soft and contain very fine wormholes. 
In producing our stock, we import the logs 
direct from the Philippines and cut them on 
our own slicer, being careful to accept only high 
density wood entirely free of wormholes. Fre- 
quently, a small pebble grain of lighter wood is 
found between the darker stripes. This adds life 
and gives a pleasing effect.
